U. S. Express Company's Safe 
at High wood Opened by 
Cracksman ■ 



NO CLUE TO THE ROBBERS 



Safe Was Cither Opened by Expert Cracks- 
man or by One Who Knew Combina- 
tion — Money All Taken 



Hlghwood has a safe robbery-mystery 
which is marked by. the most determin- 
ed effort on the part of the village 
police and the U. S., Express employes 
to keep details quiet, for the reason, it 
is felt, that suspicions point to some- 
body and they do not care to give out 
facts until arrests are made. 

Between six and seven o'clock Mon- 
day nigh't, while the night changes were 
being made in the electric railroad force 
and shortly after the express agent hod 
left the office of the company, somebody 
opened the express company's safe and 
stole $103, escaping through a window 
which was later found open by the 

watchman. It was the open window 
which led to the discovery of the rob- 
bery and 'footprints outside the window 
in the snow snowed that* the culprit had 
escaped that way. 

The belief is the robber managed to 
secrete himself in the room before the 
office was closed for the night and that 
he was locked on the inside after which 
he opened the safe though knowing the 
combination or through knowledge of 
cracking a safe without knowing it 
and without usingforce. At any rate, 
the safe was found open by the watch- 
man about 6:45 and tho alarm was at 
once given for the thief must have 
worked fast as the agent had not closed 
the office until after the clock struck 
six, 

The village police were at once notified 
and Marshal Kenry started on the case 
but up to a late hour.no arrests had been 
made. 

Report has it that somebody is sus- 
pected and that is why such secrecy is 
being maintained by the express com- 
pany and railroad employes. That the 
man was familiar with the premises is 
shown by the whole affair. 

The building in which the safe is kept 
is what is known as the electric railroad 
storeroom and is also used for the office 
the express company carrying express 
via the electric between Chicago and 
Milwaukee and intermediate points. 

Very little money is carried in the 
office ordinarily, in fact, the $103 was 
the largest amount on .hand in some 
time , 

While there are a few robbers in the 
country who can open safes although 
not familiar with the combination, there 
are not many Buch and they do not pay 
attention to small jobs like this, hence 
the conclusion is that the man who rob- 
bed the safe knew the combination, 
hence suspicion points to certain sources 
and these aYe being watched by the vil- 
lage police and also detectives sent to 
the scene by theU. S. Express company 
from Chicago.

COMPANION IN CUSTODY 



Otto Olson Under Arrest, John Borden, 

Killed, and Harry Bowman, at Large, 

Believed to be the Right Men 



Following closely upon the. capture of 
Otto Olson by Officer Robert E. Trieger 
oflJJorwood Park, just as the former 
was in the. act of blowing thesafe in 
the Norwood. Park pbstoffice, one night 
last week, 'domeB the announcement 
that he waa one of the gang who enter- 
ed the Antioch postofilce and blew the 
safe in Williams Bros, department store 
a few weeks ago. 

Postmaster Williams, getting a tip 
that Olson was thought to be connected 
with the affair, here, communicated with 
S. B. Wood, captain commanding the 
detective bureau of Chicago in regard 
to the matter, and received the follow- 
ing reply: 

Chicago, 111., Jan. 11, 1910. 
Williams Bros. Antioch, 111. 

Gentlemen: — Beg to acknowledge 
yours of the 7th and to advise you that 
Otto, Olson, now under arrest on charge 
of robbery, states that John Borden, 
who was killed here by an officer of this 
department, and another man whose 
name he refuses to give, blew the safe 
at Antioch a short time agoi We are 
satisfied, however, that he and Borden 
together with one jHarry Bowman, who 
has not been apprehended, committed 
the robbery in your city. 
Yours truly,

Olson was detected in the act of blow- 
ing ^he safe at Norwood and was cap- 
tured by Trieger after putting up a 
fierce fight in which a revolver figured 
conspiciously, his companion, John 
Borden made good his escape, only to be 
shot and killed later while trying to 
escape another officer in Chicago. 

By this capture it is thought that a 
notorious J2fang of robbers has been 
broken up, and Officer Trieger is deserv- 
ing of much praise for his work. That 
his bravery is recognized and appreciat- 
ed by the department is shown by the 
following statement of Chief of Police 
Steward: 

"Trieger will be remanded-- for his 
services.,, That is !• will take official 
cognization of his good work. -He is 
also likely, to be assigned to detective 
work."

Man Uses Knife 



TAKEN TO THE COUNTY JAIL 



William Van Lear, the New Buttermaker, 
Receives Two Knife Cuts, .While Elmer - 
Gullidge Has Clothes Cut 



Considerable excitement was caused 
on Main street at about four o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon when John Westley, 
an iceman somewhat under the in- 
fluence of liquor resisted with a knife, 
the efforts of Marshal Hooper to place 1 
him under arrest. 

Westley who came from .Chicago had 
been employed at Oettings ice house at 
Lake Catherine for the past week, 
with a companion came to town about 
two o'clock Tuesday afternoon. 
Entering one of the saloons here the 
man acted somewhat strange and after 
being detected in the act of attempting 
to get away with a new horse blanket 
he was promptly put outside. \ 

. After considerable fuss he entered 
another saloon and began raising a dis- 
turbance, and again was put outside. 

Marshal Hooper then attempted to 
place the fellow under arreBt, but the 
man succeeded in eluding' him and 
dodged behind the Sibley building. 
Hooper being unable to handle the 
burly chap called for assistance. Elmer 
Gullidge, Mr. VanLeer and Wm. Keul- 
man went to his assistance. In the 
mix-up which followed the Marshal 
received several severe blows about 
the head, and before he could be appre- 
hended Westley had drawn a knife and 
making a pass at Van Leer stabbed him 
in the side, the wound thus infflicted 
although somewhat painful was not of 
a serious nature. Again the fellow 
lunged at him and this time the knife 
entered his leg cutting a gash which 
necessitated the taking of five stitches. 

Westley also struck at Gullidge and 
although his clothing was badly cut the 
knife did riot enter the flesh. 

Westley was soon over powered and 
taken to the cooler where he was lodged 
for the, night. One of his pals was 
heard to remark however "that he 
would be got out before morning, " and 
in order to prevent any attempt on their 
part to effect his escape Marshal Hoop- 
er and George Brown remained on guard 
during the night. 

Although the'fellow. created qujte a 
disturbance Tuesday evening he seemed 
quiet enough on Wednesday and was 
taken to Waukogan on the eleven 
o'clock train, where he was given a 
hearing before Justice Weiss and was 
bound over to the grand jury in the sum 
of $5,000 on , a charge of attempt to 
commit bodily injury, and was sent to 
the County jail. 

After reaching Waukegan the fellow 
gave his name as John Lesnick alias 
John Lanke, and his age as twenty-one 
years. 

WOMAN KILLED 

AT RAILROAD 

CROSSING 

Friday morning while she was cross- 
ing the Northwestern tracks at Central 
street, Highland Park, Mrs. Martin 
Kimball, wife of a prominent Chicago 
contractor, who lives in Highland Park, 
failed to note a fast express train due 
at 7 :05 and was crushed to death beneath 
its wheels, her body.being teririby man- 
gled, including the complete decapita- 
tion at the neck. 

She had started for thfe depot to take 
the 7:07 train for Chicago and the 7:05 
train was a few minntes late. The wo- 
man failed to notice the 7:05 train as 
she started .across the tracks a frieght 
train standing on the siding, hiding the 
view. She stepped right in front of the 
engine as it crossed Central stseet. 
Her death must have been instantane- 
ous.

WOULD CONSTITUTE A SPECIAL COURT 



•A , 
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Judges to Have Power to Act in Certain Specified, Cases 
•-Wisdom of Federal Incorporation of Indus- 
trial Companies Suggested— Scope 
of Present Law Too Wide 
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Washington, Jan. 7.-The following. -.Is 
President Taft's message to congress on 
the subject of needed 'legislation re- 
garding the Interstate, commerce law and 
tho control of the trusts:

Only Second to Supreme Court. 

The regular sessions of such court 
should be. held at the capltol, but It 
should bo empowered to hold sessions In 
different parts of the United States If 
found desirable; and Its orders and judg- 
ments should; be made final,, subject only 
to review by the 'supreme court of the 
United. States, with the provision that 
the operation of the decree appealed 
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been permitted to go without protest; 
that the questions presented by these. va- 
rious suits were fundamental, us the con- 
■tltutlonallty of the act itself was in Is- 
sue, and the right of congress " to dele- 
fate to any tribunal authority to estab- 
lish an interstate rato was denied; but 
that perhaps the most serious, practical 
Question raised concerned the extent of 
the right of the courts to review, the or- 
ders of the commission; and it was point- 
ed out that, if the contention of the car- 
riers In this latter respect alone were sus- 
tained, but little progress had , been 
made In the Hepburn act toward the ef- 
fective regulation of Interstate transpor- 
tation charges. In 12 of the cases re- 
ferred to. It was stated, preliminary In- 
junctions were prayed for, being granted 
in six and refused in six. 

"It has from the first been well under- 
stood," says the commission, "that the 
success of the present act os a regulat- 
ing measure depended largely upon the 
facility with which temporary injunc- 
tions could be obtained. If a. railroad 
company, by mere allegation in Its bill 
of complaint, supported . by exparte affi- 
davits, can overturn the result of days 
of patient Investigation, no very satisfac- 
tory result can be expected. The railroad 
loses nothing by these proceedings since 
if they fall, it can only be required to 
establish the rate and to pay to shippers 
the difference between tho higher rate 
collected and the rate which is finally 
hold to be reasonable. In point of fact 
1t usually profits, because It can seldom 
t>e required to return more than a frac- 
tion of the excess charges collected." 
H In Its report for the year 1909 the com- 
mission shows that of the 17 cases re- 
ferred to In its 190S report, only one had 
been decided In the supreme court of the 
United States, although five other cases 
had been argued, and submitted to that 
tribunal In October. 1909. 

Of course, every carrier affected by an 
order of the commission has a constitu- 
tional right to appeal to a federal court 
to protect It from tho enforcement of an 
order which It may show to be prima- 
facle confiscatory or unjustly discrimina- 
tory In Its effect; and as this application 
may be made to a court In any district of 
the United States, not only does delay 
result In the enforcement of the order, 
but great uncertainty Is caused by con- 
trariety of decision. 

The questions presented by these ap- 
plications are too often technical in 
their character and require a knowledge 
of the business and tho mastery of a 
great volume of conflicting evidence 
which Is tedious to. examine and trou- 
blesome to comprehend. It would not be 
proper to attempt to deprive any cor- 
poration of. tho right to the review by 
a court of any order or decree which, 
if undisturbed, would rob It of a reason-, 
b'iIo return upon. Its Investment or would 
r tilect It to burdens which would un- 
J-.-tly discriminate against It and In fa- 
i tr of other carriers similarly situated. 
"What is, however, .of supreme Impor- 
tance 1b that the decision of such ques- 
tions shall be as speedy as the nature of 
the circumstances will admit, and that 
a uniformity of decision be. secured so 
as to bring about an effective, Bystem- 
• '.fttlc and scientific enforcement of the 
commerce Inw, rather than 'conflicting de- 
cisions and uncertainty of final result. 
Recommends "Court of Commerce." 
For this purpose. I recommend the 
establishment of a court of the United 
States composed of five judges desig- 
nated for such purpose from among the 
circuit Judges of the United States, to 
be known as the "United ' States court 
•of commerce,"' which court shall.. be 
.clothed with exclusive original jurisdic- 
tion over the following classes of cases: 
j (l) All cases for the enforcement, oth- 
erwise than by adjudication and collec- 
tion, of a forfeiture or penalty,. or by ln- 
;fllction of criminal punishment, of any

clal . functions tends, in- my opinion, to 
Impair the efficiency .of the . commission 
by clothing It with partisan characteris- 
tics and robbing It of the Impartial judi-: 
clal attitude it should occupy. In pass-; 
lng upon questions submitted to It. In 
my opinion all litigation"' affecting the 
government should be .under '-.the direct 
control of the department of Justice; and 
I therefore recommend that all proceed- 
ings affecting orders and decrees of the 
Interstate commerce commission be 
brought by or against the United States 
eo nomlno, and be placed In charge of an 
assistant attorney-general ."acting -under 
tho direction of the attorney general. 
Would Permit Agreements. 

In view of the complete control over 
rate-making, and other practices of In- 
terstate carriers established by tho acts 
of congress, and as recommended In this 
communication, I see no reason why 
agreemnts between carriers Bubject to 
the act, specifying the classifications of 
freight and the rates, fares and charges 
for transportation of passengers and 
freight which they may agree to. estab- 
lish, should not bo permitted, provided, 
copies of such agreemnts bo promptly 
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•restitution to the shippers by carriers,. of 
excessive rates ; bharged in cases where 
the ' order 1 of the commission reducing 
such rates are affirmed. It may bo doubt-/ 
od .'how effective thla> remedy really Is. 
..' Experience' has shown that many, perV. 
haps most shippers do hot resort^ to pro- 
ceedings to recover the excessive rates 
which they may have been, required to 
pay* for 'the simple reason that they have 
added the rates paid to tho cost of the 
goods; and thus .enhanced '. tho • price.'. there- 
of to their customers, and. that the public 
has In effect paid the bilL' On. tho; other 
hand, the enormous . vs(umo : . of transpor- 
tation charges, the great number .of aep^ 
orate, tariffs filed annually with the In- 
terstate! commorce commission,' amount- 
ing to. almost 200,000, and the impossibil- 
ity of any commission supervising tho 
making of -tariffs In advance' of their be- 
coming effective on every transportation 
line within, tho Uriftod- States to the ex- 
tent that, would be rioceaaory If their ac- 
tive concurrence, were'requlred In'.the ma- 
king; of every tariff, has satisfied, mo .that 
this power. If granted, should' be. con-, 
ferred In a very limited and restricted 
form. 

■ Commission Should Probe Change. 

I therefore recommend that the Inter- 
state commerce commission ' bo. empow- 
ered whenever any. proposed Increase of 
rates' la filed, at once, cither on com- 
plaint or of Its own . motion, to enter 
upon an Investigation Into the reasonable- 
ness of such change, and that It be fur- 
ther empowered, In Its. discretion, to 
postpone the effective, date' of such pro- 
posed increase for a period not exceed- 
ing CO days beyond .: the. 'date when such 
rate would take, effect. If within. this 
time it shall determine that such In- 
crease is unreasonable, it; may then, by 
Its order, either forbid the Increase at 
all, or fix the maximum ^beyond which 
It. shall not be made. If, on tho other 
hand, at' the expiration of this time, the 
commission ..shall not havo completed Its 
Investigation, then tho . rates , shall take 
effect precisely as 'It would undor the ex-. 
Istlng law, and the commission may con- 
tinue Its investigation with such results 
as mlght.be realized under the law as it 
now stands 

Tho claim' is very earnestly advanced 
by some large associations of shippers 
that shippers of freight should- bo em- 
powered to direct the. route. over which 
their shipments should pass to destina- 
tion, and In this connection It has been 
urged that the provisions of section .15 
of the Interstate commerce . act/ which 
now ! empowers; the commission, after 
hearing on - complaint, to. - establish 
through routes and maximum -Joint rates 
to 'be charged, etc., when no .reasonable 
or satisfactory through route -shall' have 
been already established, be amended so 
as to empower tho commission to take 
such action, even when- one. existing rea- 
sonable and . satisfactory route already 
exists, If It be possible, to establish ad- 
ditional routes. ', This seems to me to 
be a. reasonable proposition. 
—The Republican platform' of 1903 de- 
clared In fdvor of amending the Inter- 
state commerco law, but so as always to 
maintain tho principle of competition be- 
tween, naturally competing lines, and 
avoiding the common control of Buch 
lines by any means' whatever. One.' l of 
the most potont means of exercising such 
control has been through the holding of 
stock of ' one railroad . company "by an- 
other company owning a' competing line. 
This condition has grown up under' ex- 
press legislative power conferred by the 
laws of many states, and to attempt now 
to- suddenly reverse .that policy so far 
as It affects the ownership of stocks here- 
tofore bo' acquired, would bo to inflict 
grievous Injury,- not only upon the cor- 
porations affected but upon a large- .body 
of the Investment holding* public. 
Plan to .End Rail Combine. 
I, however, recommend that the law 
shall be . amended . so as to provide that 
from and after -the date of Its passage 
no railroad company subject to the Inter- 
state commerco act shall, directly" or; In- 
directly, acquire any. Interests of any 
kind In capital stock or . purchase . or 
lease any railroad of any other corpora- 
tion : which competes with It respecting 
business to which - the . Interstate • com- 
merce set applies. -But especially for 
the protection of the minority stockhold- 
ers in securing to thorn the .best market 
for ther stock, I recommend that such 
prohibition ' be' coupled with a' proviso 
that It shall not operate to prevent any 
corporation which, at the date of passage 
of such act, Bhall own not less than one- 
half of the entire issued! and outstanding 
capital stock of any other railroad com- 
pany, from, acquiring nil. or the remain- 
der of such stock; ' nor to prohibit any 
railroad company which at the: date of 
the enactment of. the law Is operating a 
railroad of any other- corporation under 
lease, executed of. a -term' not less than 
25 years, from acquiring^ the reversionary 
ownership of the demised railroad;; but 
that such provisions Bhall not- operate to

fllod "with the commission, but subject to A authorize or validate the. acquisition, 
all the provisions of the lnterstato.com- 'through Block ownership or otherwise, 
merce act. and subject to the right of 
any parties to such ogreemnt to cancel It 
as to all or any of tho. agreed rates,, 
fares, charges, or classifications by 30 
days' notice In writing to tho other par- 
ties and to the commission. 

Under tho existing law the commis- 
sion can only act with respect to an al- 
leged excessive rate or unduly discrimin- 
atory practice by a carrier on 'a. com- 
plaint made by. some individual affected 
thereby. I Bee no .reason why the com- 
mission should not be authorized to act 
on Its own Initiative as well as upon the 
complalnt-of an individual in investigat- 
ing the fairness of any existing rate or 
practice; and I recommend the amend- 
ment of the law to so provide; and also 
that the commission shall be fully em- 
powered, beyond any question, . to pass 
upon . the classifications of commodities 
for purpose of fixing rates, in like man- 
ner as it. may now do with respect to. the 
maximum rate . applicable to any ' trans- 
portation. . 

Existing Law Powerless. 

Under the' existing law tho . commission 
may not Investigate an ihcreoso in rates 
until after It shall become effective; and 
although one or more carriers may file 
with the commission a proposed increase 
in rates or change In classifications, or 
other alteration of the existing rateB or 
classifications, to become effective at the 
expiration of 30 days from. such filing, no 
proceeding can be taken to investigate 
the reasonableness of -such proposed 
change until after It 'becomes operative. 
On the other hand; if the- commission 
Bhall make an order finding that an ex- 
isting rate Is excessive, and directing It 
to bo reduced, tho carrier affected ; may 
by proceedings In the courts, "atay the 
operation, of such order of reduction for 
months, and even years. It has, there- 
fore, been suggested that the , commis- 
sion should be "empowered whenever a 
proposed Increase In rateH la filed, at 
once to enter - upon an Investigation of 
tho reasonableness of the Increase, and 
to .make an order postponing the' effec- 
tive' date of- such. Increase, until after 
[such- Investigation shall be completed. To 
this much objection has been made on 
the.- part of carriers. They contend that 
this, would be in 'effect -to take from the 
owners of the railroads the management 
of their properties and to clothe the In- 
terstate commerce commission with the 
original rai<-maklng power— a' policy 
'which was much dlBcussed at the time 
of the passage of the Hepburn act in 
1905-G, and which was then and has al- 
ways been- distinctly, rejected; and In re- 
ply to. the suggestion that they.,. arb' able,' 
by resorting to tho courts, to stay , the 
taking effect of the order of the commis- 
sion until Its reaBOhablenesv, shall have 
been Investigated .by the' courts.-wherer 
nB, the people are" deprived of any such 
remedy, with respect to action by ., the 
carriers, they point to : the provlsons of 
tho Interstate commerce act providing for

a Tho Republican platform of 1903 fur- 
ther declares In favor of such; national 
legislation and-. supervision, as. "will pre- 
vent the future over-lssuo of stocks ■ and 
bonds by Interstate carriers, and In ordor 
to carry outv Its -provisions I recommend 
the enactment of a law providing that 
no railroad corporation subjoct to the In- 
terstate commerce act shall hereafter for 
any 'purpose connected with or relating 
to any part of Its. business govorned by 
said act,. Issue any capital. stock without 
previous or. simultaneous payment to it 
of not less than the par value of such; 
stock, or any bonds or othor obligations 
(except notes ■ maturing not more ' than- 
one year from the date of thoir Issue), 
without the previous or simultaneous pay- 
ment to auch corporation of not less than 
tho par value of such bonda, or other ob- 
llgatlons, or. If Issued at 'less than, their 
par value, 'then not without such pay- 
ment of the reasonable. market value of 
such bonds or obligations aa ascertained 
by the Interstate .commerce commis- 
sion; and that no property, service* 
or other thing than monoy, .shall be 
taken' In payment to such" carrier cor- 
poration, of the par, or othor required 
prico of such stock, bond or other obliga- 
tion, -except the fair value of such prop- 
erty, services or other thing ascertained 
by tho commission; and that such act 
shall also contain provisions to prevent 
the abuse by the Improvident or.; Improp- 
er Issue of notes maturing* at a period 
not excoedlng- 12 [months from date, In 
Buch munner aa.to commit the commiB- ; 
alon to the approval of a larger ^amount 
of stock or bonds^ln order to retire such 
notes than should legitimately have been 
retired. ,. 

Such act should also provide for tne 
approval by tho Interatato commerco com- 
mission of the amount .of stock and bonds 
to be Issued by 'any. railroad company 
subject to this not. upon any reorganiza- 
tion, pursuant to judicial nalo or other 
legal proceedings, \ri order. to prevent tho 
issue of stocks and bonds "to, an amount 
in excess of. tho fair value of ' tho prop- 
erty which is .the Bubject of such reor- 
ganization. 

By my direction the' attorney general 
has, drafted a bill to carry out these 
recommendations, which will be fur- 
nished upon request to the appropriate 
committee whenever It may be desired. 



ANTI-TRUST LAW AND 

FEDERAL INCORPORATIONS 

' There has been a marked 'tendency In 
business In this country for 40 years, last 
past 'toward combination* of capital and 
planti In manufacture, sale and trans- 
portation. The moving causes have been 



probability of excessive competition; and, 
third," if; tho combination has ; been ex- 
tenslvo onough, and -certain methods In 
the ^treatment of competitors; and cus- 
tomers .have been adopted, the combiners 
have. secured :a monopoly: and cdhiplete 
control of prices or rates. 

A. combination successful in. achieving 
complete control.' over a particular line of 
manufacture has frequently boen called 
a '"truat." I- presume that.. the derivation 
of the word Is to be explained by the fact 
that, 'a- usual method, of ; carrying out" the" 
plan of the; combination --has been to put 
vtho capital- and. plants of varloiiB Individ- 
uals, firms, or corporations engaged- In 
the .samo business under the control 'of 
trusteos. 

Tho Increaso In the .capital ; of , a. busi- 
ness for. the pufposo of reducing tho 
coBt of production and effecting [economy 
In tho management has become as essen- 
tial In modern progress as tho chongo 
from the. hand tool to the machine.- 
'When, therefore^ .we come to cbnstrdo 
the object of congress In adopting the 
so-called. '.'Sherman^ Antitrust Act" In 
1890, whereby . hv the first 'section every 
contract, combination In ,tho form of a 
trust or., otherwise, or. cbnBplrapy In ,:re- 
stralnt of ihtcratate! or .-foreign .trade- or 
commerce, Is condemned as unlawful and 
made. subject to indictment and restraint 
by Injunction; apd whereby In the sec- 
ond Bectlon. every monopoly or attempt 
to monopolize, and every : combination -or, 
conspiracy with other persons: to monopo- 
lize any part of Interstate, trade ov com- 
merce; Is denounced as illegal and made 
subject' to similar punishment or re- 
straint, wo must Infer that tho evil aimed 
at was not the more, bigness . of the' en- 
terprise, but It was -tho. aggregation of 
capital and planta "with the express or 
Implied fntont to rostraln interstate .or 
foreign' commerce, or to monopolise It in 
whole or In part. 

Trust.Not Necessarily Bad. 

Monopoly destroys competition entire- 
ly and the restraint of < the full and- free 
operation of competition has a. tendency 
to restrain commerco and trade. A com- 
bination- of persona,' formerly engaged In 
trado ns partnerships' or corporations- or 
otherwise of course eliminates the com- 
petition" that existed between themj'.'but 
the Incidental ending of that competition 
Is not to bo regarded as necessarily a 
direct restraint of trade, unless of such 
an all-embracing character that the In- 
tention and * effect , to restrain trade, are 
apparent from the circumstances or aro 
expressly declared to be the object of 
tho combination. A mere Incidental re- 
straint - 'of trade ..and competition Is not 
within the. Inhibition of • the' .ac_ty but it 
Is where the combination or conspiracy 
or contract is Inevitably and directly, a 
substantial constraint of competition, and 
bo a restraint of trade, that tho. statute 
is violated., ..' 

The second condition of the act Is sup- 
plement of the first. A direct restraint 
of- trade such as Is condemned in the 
first section, if successful and used' to 
suppress competition, is one of the com- 
monest methods fit securing a trade 
monopoly, condemned in the second 
aectlon. 

It is possible for the owners of a busi- 
ness of manufacturing nnd selling useful 
articles of merchandise so to conduct 
their business as not to violate the in- 
hibitions of the anti-trust law and yet 
to secure to themselves the benefit of tho 
economies of management and of produc- 
tion due to the concentration under one 
control of 'largo capital and many plants. 
If thby use- no other inducement than 
the constant low price of their product 
and its good quality to' attract- custom, 
and their business Is a profitable one, 
they violate no law. If their actual 
competitors are small In comparison with 
the. total capital invested, the prospect 
of .new .Investments of capital by others 
In auch a profitable business Is sufficient- 
ly near and potential to restrain them -In 
the prices at. which they. sell their prod- 
uct* But. If they attempt by a use of their 
preponderating capital, and by a sale of 
their goods temporarily at unduly low 
prices, to drive oUt of business, their 
competitors, or If they . attempt, by ex- 
clusive contracts with their patrons and 
threats of non-dealing, except upon such 
contracts or by. other methods of o sim- 
Ilar character, to use the . largeness of 
their- resources and the extent of their 
output compared 'with the total output 
as a means of, compelling custom and 
frightening off competition, then they 
disclose a purpose to restrain trade and 
to establish a monopoly, and violate the 
act 

Law to Suppress Abuses. 

.'The object of the anti-trust law was 
to suppress tho abuses of business of . the 
kind described. It, was not to interfere 
with a groat volume of capital which, 
concentrated under one organization, re- 
duced the cost of production and mado 
Its profit thereby, and. took, no advantage 
of Its size, by methods akin to duress, to 
stifle competition "with It - 

I wish to make this distinction as .em- 
phatic as possible, because I . conceive 1 
that-, nothing could happen more destruc- 
tive to tho prosperity of this country than 
the loss of that great economy In produc- 
tion which has been and will be effect- 
ed -In all manufacturing lines .by the em- 
ployment of largo capital under one man- 
agement. I do not mean to ''say that 
there Is not a limit beyond which tho 
economy of management by tho enlarge- 
ment of plant ceases; and where this 
happens and combination continues be- 
yond this point, the very fact shows In- 
tent to monopolise and not to economize. 
Tho original purpose of many, combina- 
tions, of capital In this country was not 
confined to tho, legitimate and proper ob- 
ject of reducing the coBt of production. 
On the contrary, the history of most 
trades will show 'at times, a feverish de- 
Blre to unite by purchnso,- combination, 
or '"otherwise, all the plants In the coun- 
try engaged In the manufacture of a par- 
ticular lino of goods. Tho Idea was rife 
that thereby a monopoly could, be'; ef- 
fected and a control of prices brought 
about which would Inure to tho profit of 
those ongaged In the combination. Tho 
path of commerce Ib. strewn wyth failures 
of such combinations. Their projectors 
found that the union of all plants did not 
prevent competition, especially whore 
proper economy had not been pursued In 
the purchase. and In the conduct of the 
business af tor the: aggregation wits com- 
plete There were enough, howover, of 
auch ouccessful combinations, to arouse 
the fears of good, patriotic men as to the 
result of a continuance of this movemont 
♦nwnrd the concentration in the hands of 
a few of th? absolute .control of the 
prices of all. manufactured products. 
Refers to Sugar Trust Case. 

The anti-trust statute was passed In 
1800 and prosecutions were Boon begun 
under "it Tin tho case of the United States 
is? Knight, known' as the. "sugar trust 
case," because of .the narrow scope of 
«h« nleadlrige, tho' combination sought to 
be enjoCd was' held • not to bo Included 
within the prohibition^, tho act, because 
the averments did not go beyond the 
mere acquisition of manufacturing plants 
for the refining of. sugar, and did not in- 
clude that of . a direct and , Intended re- 
straint upon trade and commerce in the 
Bale and "delivery ot sugar across abate 
boundaries - and In : foreign trade, . .The 
result of the sugar trust case was not 
'Sappy, m that.it gave other companies 
and combinations seeking a aim lor. moth; 
od of making profit by establishing. In 
absolute control and monopoly In a par- 
ticular lino of manufacture., a sense * 
Immunity -against. -prosecutions in 
'federal Jurisdiction, and where 
Jurisdiction. Is.' barred in respect to a 
business which la necessarily commonsur- 
ato with tho boundaries of tho country, 
no "state prosecution Is able to supply the

The'Bupreme court' In. -several, of Its \ department of commerce and labor at 



declslona, haa: declined to read Into tho 
statute the word "unreasonable" .before 
"restraint of -trade," on the ground that 
the ; statute applies to all restraints and 
does not Intend to leayo the court the 
dlscretlonto determine what Is a reason- 
able restraint of trade; : The " expression 
"restraint of trade'*, comes from the com- 
mon law,; and at common law there' were 
certain covenants 'Incidental': to tho car- 
rying <oiit of a main or principal con- 
tract'-.whlch. were said to be covenants', In 
partial" restraint of trade, and were held 
to K be,; enforclblo. because "reasonably." ' 
adapted to' the performance of tho main 
or ^principal contract .and: u,nder tho 
general contract end under: the- general 
langunge UBed by the supremo court In 
several cases,. It would seem that oven • 
such Incidental covenants In restraint 
of Interstate^ trade were within the In- 
hibition of the satellite and must.be con- 
demned/ 

In order to avoid such. a result I have" 
thought : and Bald . that It •■ might bo. well 
to- amend the statute so as • to 'exclude 
Buch covenants from Its condemnation. A 
close examination of the later decisions 
of the court, however, showB quite clear- 
ly In cases- presenting the exact , ques- 
tion, that such incidental restraints of 
tnado are held not to bo within the law 
"and are excluded by the general state- 
ment that, to be wlthln^tho statute, the 
effect upon the trade of tho restraint 
must be direct and not merely Inciden- 
tal or Indirect' The necessity, therefore, 
for an amendment of the statute 'so as 
to cxcludu these Incidental and bene- 
ficial covenants In restraint of trade held 
in common law to bo reasonable, does not 
exist 

In some of the opinions of the federal 
circuit Judges,; there have been intima- 
tions, having the effect, If sound, tq 
weaken the force of the statute by In- 
cluding within It. abaurdly. unimportant 
combinations and arrangements, and sug- 
gesting, therefore tho wisdom of chang- 
ing Its language by limiting its appli- 
cation to serious combinations with In- 
tent to reatrain competition or control 
prices. A reading of. the opinions of the 
Bupremo court, however, makes tho 
change unnecessary, for they exclude 
from tho operation of tho act contracts 
affecting Interstate trade In but a small 
and Incidental way. and apply the. stat- 
ute only to tho real evil aimed at by 
congress. , 

; -T.ho statute has been on the statute 
book now for two decades, and the su- 
preme court In more than a dozen opin- 
ions has construed It In application to 
various phases of business comblnatlona 
and in reference to various subject mat- 
ter. It has applied It to the union un- 
der one control of .two competing Inter- 
state railroads, to private manufacturers 
engaged In a plain attempt to control 
prices and suppress competition In a part 
of the country, including a dozen states, 
and to many other combinations affect- 
ing Interstate trade. The value of a 
statute which Is rendered more apd more 
certain In its meaning by a series of de- 
cisions of the supreme court furnlshos a 
strong reason for leaving tho act nB 
It Is, to accomplish Its useful purpose, 
even though If It were being newly en- 
acted, useful auggeatione aa to change of 
phrase might be made. 

For Government Control. 

Many people conducting great- busi- 
nesses have cherished a hope and n be- 
lief that In some way. or other a lino 
mny be drawn between "good trusts" and 
"bad trusts," and that it Is possible by 
amendment to the anti-trust law to make 
a distinction under which good combina- 
tions may bo permitted to organise, sup- 
press competition, control prices, and do 
It all legally If only they do not abuse 
the. power by taking too great profit out 
of the business. They point with forco to 
certain notorious trusts. as having grown 
Into power through criminal methods by 
the use of Illegal rebates and plain cheat- 
ing, and by various acts utterly violative 
of buslnesa honesty or morality, and Urge 
the establishment of some legal line of 
separation by which "criminal trusts" 
of this kind can be punished, and they, 
on the other hand, be permitted under 
the law to" carry on, their business. Now, 
tho public, and especially the business 
public, : ought to . rid themselves of tho 
Idea that; such a distinction Is practic- 
able or can be Introduced Into the stat- 
ute. - 

Certainly under tho prcaent anti-trust 
law no such - distinction exist* It has 
teen proposed, however, that tho word 
"reasonable" should be mado a part of 
the statute, and then It should be left to 
the court to say what la a reasonable 
restraint Of trade,, what Is a reaaonablo 
suppression of competition, what Is a rea- 
sonable monopoly. I venture to. think that 
this Is. to put - Into the hands of the 
court a power Impossible to exercise on 
any consistent principle .which 'will In- 
sure the uniformity of decision essential 
to Just Judgment It Is to thrust upon 
the courts a burden that they have no 
precedents to enable them to carry, and 
to give them a power approaching 
arbitration, -.tho abuse of which might 
Involve our whole judicial system In dis- 
aster. 

An Aid to Business Virtue. 



;regular Intervals. Corporations organized 
under this act should bo prohibited from 
acquiring and, holding stock In other cor-. 
poratlons(excopt for epeclal. reasons upon 
approval by the proper federal author- 
ity), thus avoiding the creation,-: under 
national- auspices, of the holding com- 
pany with, subordinate corporations In 
different states which .has boen. auch an 
effective, agency In the creation of tho 
great trusts and monopolies. 

. If the prohibition of tho anti-trust act . 
against . combinations In restraint of 
trade Is to be_ effectively onforcod, It Is 
essential that the- national government 
shall provide for the creation of . national 
corporations- to carry on • a legitimate- 
business, throughout tho .United. States. 
Tho conflicting' laws of/ tho different 
states of the union with .respect to for- 
eign corporations mako It difficult, if not 
Impossible, for one corporation lo comply , 
with their, requirements so as to' carry< 
on buslneBB In a number of different 
states. 

To. the suggestion that thla proposal of 
federal Incorporation for Industrial , com- 
blnatlons'Ia Intended to furnish them a 
refuge In which to continue Industrial 
business under federal protection. It 
should: bo said that tho measure contem- 
plated does not repeal the Sherman. anti- 
trust law and. Is not to bo framed bo aa 
to permit tho doing, of. the wronga which 
It Ib the purpose of that law tojprevont. 
but only to foster a continuance nnd ad-' 
vance of tho highest Industrial efllcloncy 
without permitting Industrial abuses.

In considering violations of the, anti- 
trust law wo ought of course, not to 
forget that that law makes unlawful, 
methods of carrying on business which 
before, its. passage wero regarded as evi- 
dence of business sagacity and success, 
and that they were denounced In this act 
not because of; their Intrinsic immoral- 
ity, • but because of tho dangerous re- 
sults toward which they tended, tho con- 
centration' of Industrial power Inj the 
hands pf the few, lending to oppres- 
sion and Injustice. In dealing, therefore, 
with mnny of the men whq have used 
the: methods condemned by tho statuto 
for tho purpose of maintaining a profit- 
able business, we may well facilitate a 
change by them In tho .mefhod of doing 
bur* --bs, and enablo' them to bring it 
but ' Into tho zone of lawfulness, with- 
out losing to; the country the economy 
of management by which. In our domestic: 
trade, the cost of production has been 
materially lessened, and In competition 
with foreign manufacturers our foreign 
trade has been greatly increased. 

Through nil our consideration of this 
grave question, however, we must Insist 
tthnt the suppression of competition,' the 
controlling of prices,, nnd the monopoly 
or attempt to monopolize In Interstate 
commerce and business are not only, un- 
lawful, but contrary to the public good, 
and that they *must be restrained: and 
punished until ended. 

Asks National Corporation Law. 

I therefore recommend the enactment 
by congress of a general law. providing 
for. tho formation of corporations to en- 
gage In trade and commerce among tho 
states and with foreign nations, protect- 
ing them from - undue . Interference! by 
the states and regulating their activities 
so as to prevent the recurrence, under 
national auspices, of those abuses which 
have arisen under state, control. Such 
a low should provide for tho lssiio of 
stock of such corporations to an amount 
equal only to tho cash paid In on the 
Btock; . and If the stock be Issued for 
property, then at a fair valuation ascer- 
tained undor approval and supervision of 
federal authority after a full and com- 
plete disclosure of all the facts pertain- 
ing to the value of such property and tho 
Interest therein of tho persons' to whom 
It la proposed to Issue stock In payment 
of such property. It should subject tho 
real and personal property only of such 
corporations to the same taxation a« im- 
posed by .the atate'a within which It may 
bo situated upon othor similar property 
located therein, and It should require 



Sure to Meet Opposition. 

Such a nntlonnl Incorporation law will' 
be opposed, first, by those who believe 
that trusts should be completely broken 
up and their .property destroyed. It will 
be opposed, second, by thOBO who doubt 
tho .constitutionality of such federal In- 
corporation and even If It Is valid, object.. 
to It ns too great federal centralization. 
It will be opposed, third, by those who' 
will insist that a mere voluntary Incor- 
poration llko this will {not attract to Its 
assistance the worst of tho offendera 
against tho anti-trust statute, and who 
will therefore propose • Instead of It a sys- 
tem -of compulsory llconaes for all, fed- 
eral corporatlona engaged In Interatate 
business. 

Let ua consider these objections In their 
order. The government Is now trying to 
dissolve some of these comblnatlona and 
it la not the intention of the government 
to desist in the least degree In ita effort 
to end theae combinations which, are to- 
day monopolising ; the commerco of thla 
country; that where it appears that the 
acquisition and concentration of property 
go to the extent of. creating a monopoly 
of substantially and directly restraining 
Interstate commerce, it Is not. the In 1 * "', 
tlon of the government to permit.. thla 
monopoly to exist, under federal Incor- 
poration or to transfer to 'the protecting 
wing of the federal government of a 
state corporation now violating the Sher- 
man act Dut It Is not, nnd should not 
be. the policy of ; the government to pre- > 
vent rensonnble concentration of capital 
which Is necessary to the economic devel* 
opment of manufacture, trade nnd com-, 
merce. This country has shown power 
of economic production that has aston- 
ished the world, and has enabled us to 
compete with foreign manufscturers In 
many markets. It Bhould be the care of 
the government to permit such concen- 
tration of capital while keeping open the 
avenues of Individual enterprise, and the 
opportunity for a man or corporation 
with reasonable capital to engage In 
business. If. we' would maintain our 
present business supremacy, wre, should 
give to Indaatrlal concern^ an oppor- 
tunity to organize or. to concentrate their 
legitimate. capital In n federal corpora- 
tion, and to carry on their large buslnesa 
within the lines of the law. 

May Doubt Constitutionality. 

Second— There are those who doubt the 
conatltutlonnllty of Buch federal Incorpor- 
ation. ' The regulation of interatate and 
foreign commerce la certainly conferred 
In the' fullest measure upon congress, and 
If for the purpose of, securing In the moat 
thorough manner that kind of. regulation, 
congress Bhall Inshit that It may provid 
and authorize agencies to carry on thai 
commerce, It would seem to -be within Its 
power, this has been . distinctly affirmed 
with respect to railroad companies doing 
an Interstate business and Interstate 
bridges. The power of Incorporation has 
been exercised by congress and upheld 
by the supreme court in this regard. 
Why, then, with respect to any other 
•form of Interstate commerce like the sale 
of goods across state; boundaries and Into 
foreign countries, mny tho same power 
not be asserted?. Indeed, It Is the very 
fact that they carry on' Interstate com- 
merce that makes these great Industrial 
concerns Subject to federal prosecution 
and contrpl. How far as incidental to 
the carrying on of that commerce It may 
bo within the power of tho federal gov. 
ernment to authorize the manufacturer ot 
goods. Is perhaps more open to discus- 
sion, though a recent decision of the su* 
preme court would seem to answer that 
question In* tho affirmative. 

Even those who are willing to concede 
that the supreme court may sustain such 
federal Incorporation are inclined to op- 
pose It on the ground of Its tendency to 
the enlargement of tho federal power at 
the .expense of the power of the state. 
It is a sufficient answer to this argument 
to say that no other method can be sug- 
gested which offers federal protection on 
the one hand and close federal supervi- 
sion on the other of ; these great organi- 
zations, that are in fact federal because 
they are as wide as the. country and are 
entirely unlimited ln % their business by. 
state lines. Nor la the centralization of 
federal power under this net likely to.be 
excessive. Only the largest corporations 
would avail them selves of 8uch a law, be- 
cause the burden of complete federal au- 
pervlslon and control thnt must certainly 
bo Imposed to accomplish the purpose ot 
tho Incorporation would not be accepted 
by an ordlnnry business concern. The 
third objection, that the worst offenders 
will not nccept federal Incorporation, la 
easily unswered. Tho decrees of Injunc- 
tion recently adopted In prosecutions un- 
der tho anti-trust law are so thorough 
and swooping that tho corporations af- 
fected by them have hut three couraes 
before them; 
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several: .'First, It has- rendered .possible, needed machinery for. adequato restraint such , corporaUons to file M) ^ and I corn- 
great economy;., second, by a union of or punishment plote reporta or tneir operations with the 



First they must resolve themselves 
Into their component parts in tho differ- 
ent states, with a consequent loss to 
themBoIveB of capital and effective organ- 
ization and to tho country of concen- 
trated . energy and enterprise;- or second, 
In defiance of the law and under some 
secret trust they must attempt to con- 
tinue their business In violation of the 
federal statute, and thus Incur the pen- 
alties of contempt and bring on an In- 
evitable criminal. prosecution. of the Indi- 
viduals named In tho decree and their 
associates; or > 

Third, they must reorganize and accept 
In good faith the federal charter I. sug- 
gest a federal < compulsory* license law, 
urged mi a substitute for a federal Incor- 
poration law, Is unnecessary except tq 
reach, that kind of corporation which, by 
virtue of the considerations already ad- 
vanced, will take advantage voluntarily 
of an Incorporation law, whllo tho other 
Btate corporations doing an interstate 
business do not need tho 'supervision or 
the regulation of federal license an* 
would only bo unnecessarily burdened 
thereby. 

Tho attorney general, at my suggestion, 
has drafted a federal. Incorporation .law; - 
, embodying the views 1 have attempted 
to set forth and It will bo at tho. disposi- 
tion of the : appropriate committees of 
congress.

INSURGENTS TAKE UP GAGE 



Will Meet to Act on Refusal of ^Con- 
gressional 'Committee to Sup- 
port Them for Elec- 
v tlon. 



Washington. — Two Important devel- 
opments In tho fight between the in- 
.flurgents and the regular Republicans 
came Monday.' 

The senate committee on public 
lands reconvened and amended Its 
resolution providing for the. Balllnger- 
Plnchot Investigation so as to leave 
to tiio Iioubo tho method of selecting, 
its membership of the. committee. 
Tho senate promptly adopted the' 
resolution. 

This 'sustains the defeat of Cannon 
In. the house. It was said In the 
house that .Representative Dwight of 
New York,, the Republican whip, had 
taken tho names* of the insurgent con- 
gressman from tho list of represen- 
tatives to whom he regularly sends 
notices demanding their attendance 
at times of -division..'' 

Although the army appropriation 
bill still engaged the attention of tho 
house when that body convened, the- 
members manifested far greater In- 
terest In the PInchpt-Balllnger 8lt.ua- 
Uon and In a statement issued by the 
Hopubllcan congressional committee 
openly warning insurgent congress- 
men that they need expect no help 
from tho administration when they 
come up for re-election. 

Half a dozen leading members of 
the revolting faction were seen at 
their offices In the house building be- 
fore the session ot the house and were 
emphatic In condemning what the 
congressional committee had said and 
done. All were In favor of a meeting 
of the Insurgents without further de- 
lay and or a reply to the committee's 
letter'. An unequivocal answer was 
necessary, thoy declared. 

All the insurgents wished It under- 
stood that in the. Balllnger-Plnchot 
issue they desired to see appointed 
by tho bouse an impartial committee, 
which would undertake no "white- 
wash." They did not care to 'see any 
of, their number on the committee, but 
Insisted , that it bo a body of "fair 
intentions." 

Speaker Cannon has flatly declined 
to retire from politics at the end of 
his present term. Not only will ho be 
a candidate for re-election to tho 
Sixty-second congress, but, -if' re- 
elected,, he will InslBt upon being his 
party's candidate, for speaker. 

;In vigorous words he handed this 
message out to his friends. The dec- 
laration puts an end to tho stories 
that the speaker was winding up his 
polltlcnl^career with this session of 
congress. 

President Taft gavo his approval to 
the proposed Investigation by a select 
committee of the senate concerning 
the increased cost -of living. He did 
not- commit himself to any special 
plan for , Inquiry, but declared that 
something should bo done to ascertain 
why the prices of food products havo 
steadily Increased and determine 
Whether action can be taken by con- 
gress to remedy existing conditions. .
